will  open  for  their  second  season  on  January  i,  1906,  under  the  same  successful 
management  as  last  year.  The  extensive  improvements  of  the  first  season  have 
been  supplemented  this  year  by  the  addition  of  a  handsome  Casino  containing 
billiard  and  pool  tables  and  a  bowling  alley. 

The  New  Ocklawaha  stands  in  the  edge  of  a  large  orange  grove  two  hundred 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea  and  fifty  above  the  surrounding  lakes.  It  has  the 
distinction  of  being  one  of  the  highest,  if  not  the  highest,  first-class  tourist  hotel 
in  Florida.  From  its  broad  verandas,  or  from  the  sun-parlor  on  the  top  of  the 
building,  a  beautiful  panorama  of  hills,  woods,  lakes  and  groves  may  be  seen. 
It  is  heated  throughout  with  steam,  lighted  with  gas,  fitted  with  every  con- 
venience necessary  to  the  comfort  of  the  guests,  and  thoroughly  modern  in  every 
appointment. 

The  Cuisine,  noted  last  year  for  its  excellence,  will  be  fully  up  to  last  year, 
the  same  chef  having  been  re-engaged. 

Rooms  should  be  engaged  as  early  as  possible.  Last  year  the  demand  was 
so  great  that  a  waiting  list  was  maintained  nearly  all  the  season. 
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LAUNCHES   ON    LAKE    EUSTIS 


Eustia,  Florida, 


is  near  the  center  of  the  state  in  Lake  County.  It  stands  on  the  side  of  a  gently 
sloping  hill,  on  the  east  shore  of  the  lake  of  the  same  name.  Most  of  Florida  is 
flat,  monotonous,  desolate  to  the  eye;  this  part  of  it  is  undulating,  heavily  wood- 
ed, abounding  in  delightful  scenery,  and  thickly  gemmed  with  clear  water  lakes. 
According  to  government  figures  the  residence  portion  of  the  town  is  from  one 
hundred  and  eighty  to  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
sea.  This  gives  it  a  greater  elevation  than  that  of  any  resort  of  equal  size  in  the 
State.  The  water  is  perfectly  pure  and  soft  and  there  is  absolutely  no  dust  away 
from  the  clay  roads.  The  atmosphere  is  redolent  with  the  balm  of  innumerable 
pines,  and  fresh  with  the  salt  from  two  oceans — to  breathe  it  is  a  delight  that  no 
man  can  rightly  value  until  he  has  tried  it. 

This  lake  region,  with  its  great  water  area,  its  hills  and 
its  woods,  is  a  veritable  paradise  for  the  sportsman  and  the 
pleasure  seeker.  Lake  Eustis,  on  which  the  town  is  built,  is 
seven  miles  across.  It  connects,  through  the  weirdly  pictur- 
esque Dead  River,  at  a  distance  of  about  a  half  mile,  with 
Lake  Harris,  fifteen  miles  long;  and  through  the  Ocklawaha 
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River  with  Lake  Griffin,  another  large  body  of  water.    There  are  also  canal  con- 
nections, navigable  at  high  water,  with  Lakes  Apopka  and  Dora. 

Of  fishing  in  our  many  lakes  there  is  no  end.      Bass,  bream,  pickerel,  perch 
and  catfish  are  caught  in  vast  numbers. 

In  the  woods  are  myriads  of  quail  and  wild  doves ,  and  at  a  distance  of 
fifteen  or  eighteen  miles  from  town,  in  the  dense  scrub  by  the  Blackwater  and 
the  Wekiva  River,  deer  and  bear  are  to  be  found  in  season.  In  the  extensive 
pine  forest  there  is  little  undergrowth  and  few  fences,  and  one  may  ride  all  day 
in  a  buggy,  alighting  to  shoot  only  when  the  dogs  have  pointed  a  covey.  In  the 
overflow  prairie  lands  on  the  further  shore  of  Lake  Eustis,  are  ducks  and  other 
aquatic  fowl.  In  fine,  the  sons  of  Nimrod  and  the  disciples  of 
Izaak  Walton  need  never  be  idle  in  the  Lake  Region.  There 
is  enough  here  for  the  most  ardent  of  them. 

On  the  lakes  there  are  twelve  or  more  private  launches, 
while  two  steam  excursion  boats  ply  about  the  lakes  daily. 
These,  with  the  numerous  smaller  craft,  make  things  lively  on 
the  water  front. 
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with  its  extensive  accommodations  of  a  high  class  invite  those  seeking  surcease 
from  the  cold  weather  of  the  North  to  become  its  guests.  With  a  fine  livery, 
telephones,  gas,  steam  heat,  golf  links,  fine  boating,  fishing  and  hunting,  the 
attractions  of  the  Casino,  fruits  from  the  owner's  own  orchards,  and  a  clear,  dry 
and  healthful  climate,  an  ideal  time  can  be  had  in  this  most  delightful  of  winter 
resorts.
